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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Refections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in tins country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent inthe Unfted 

Claims 1 to 7 and 14 to 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 5,897,966 (Grossklaus, Jr., et al.). 

Grossklaus, Jr., et al. discloses nickel-base superalloy articles such as gas turbine engines 
that are coated with a protective coating on the superalloy substrate by electroplating at least 
one element selected from the group consisting of platinum, rhodium, and palladium. The 
Examiner believes that the Grossklaus, Jr., et al. patent permits the usage of protective coatings 
which contain platinum, rhodium, and palladium. The protective coating has a typical thickness 
range of 0.0002" to 0.0006" (5 microns to 15 microns) which overlaps applicants' claimed 
coating thickness range limits. The protective coating is subjected to a heat treatment with 
heating temperatures and heating times that also overlap applicants' claimed heat treatment 
conditions. During the heat treatment of the protective coating, a portion of the deposited 
coating is diffused into the superalloy substrate. See lines 6 to 10 in column 1 and line 65 in 
column 2 to line 67 in column 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20 to 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 

would be allowable if rewritten in independent form includin g all of the limit ations of th P h*« P 

claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 8 to 13 and 26 to 30 are allowed.
